Ox Saturday evening, the tragedy of The Gamester gave Miss Jar- 
man the opportunity of adding to her high reputation by her edmira- 
ble performance of Ars. Beverly. Though Miss Jarman evinces in 
every thing she undertakes taste and judgment, yet we think the lighter 
hind of tragedy decidedly her forte: her performance on Saturday 
xight fully confirms this opinion. Iu the earlier scenes, the monotony 
ef Ars. Beverly's sadvess did not give Miss Jarman much opportu. 
nity for display, but wherever the scene demanded the expression of 
more violent grief, she evineed herself fully equal to the task ;—her 
indignant reproaches of Stukely, ou the discovery of his villainous de« 
signs on her horor, were most powerfully given, both in attitude and 
mauner she presented a fine picture of the majesty of insulted virtue; 
her greatest triumph was in the last scene, when she discovers, by bie 
entrance, that Lewson still lives, her exulting scream of joy as she 
threw herself upon her knees, perfectly electrified the house ; we have 
seen nothing like it since the days of Miss O’Neill:—the conclusion 
was maired by a mistake in letting the curtain fall too soon, Often 
as we have seen Mr. Young’s Beverly, we never discovered artil Sa- 
turday night its perfect excellence—the occasion seemed to inspire bite 
with double eneryy ; he played every part of the character with ad- 
mirable effect, but it is quite impossible to do adequate justice tu the 
whole of his dying scene. It is very long since we have seen such a 
sepsation created as on Saturday evening ; we may now hope for a te- 
viva! of some of those tragedies that, since Miss O'Neill's seeeseion, 
have reposed on the shelves. Mr. Warde played Stukely in a wey 
which we should hardly have imagined possible for a man of his ac- 
Ruowledged taleut ; with one or two redeeming points, it wae a mMr- 
ture of unmeauing 127.1, occasionally relieved by the twang of the con- 
reaticle. Mr. Serle’s Lewson was distinguished by gentlemanly bear- 
iug and judgment ; his mauner of taunting Stukely was powerfully ef- 
tective—indeed, his whole performance harmonised admirably with the 
talented delineations of Mr. Young and Miss Jarman. Mise r) 
played Charlotte quite as well as it is fair toexpect her to doany thing 
so much out of ber line. The Afarriage of Figaro followed, Mies 
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Paton making her first appearance since her provincial tour ; she was 
very warmly received, and sang with all her accustomed taste and 
ecience.—The house was crowded to excess in every part. 


Rovat Ocysuerc.—We mentioned last week, that a naw melo-dra- 
matic Burletta replete with intetest, situation, and effect, was pro- 
daced, under the title of The Wild Boy of Bohemia, ‘The piece, in 
point of authorship, is far from superior to what we have secn in the 
course of the season, but the manner in which it has been acted wontd 
be sufficient to render the most inferior production fortunate. No ex- 
pence appears to have been spared in the dresses, scenery, &c. fer 
they are hoth appropriate and splended ; the performers assume their 
respective parts with admirable skill and effect—to eulogize them in- 
dividually, would occupy a space beyond onr limits; but we must not 
omit to mention the very fine actiog of Mr. Leclercq, asthe Wild Bay, 
which he personates with the happiest effect; the charaoter itself is 
eertainly a favorable one, and appears evidently to have been writter 
for him—if so, the author is under every obligation to Mr. Leclereg ; 
it continues to be repeated nightiy with encreased success. That last- 
ing favorite, /Esop and his Fables, although so long before the pnb- 
lic, seems to have lost none of its power, but, on the contrary, at- 
tracts and amuses more than ever, This is the way to bring a thea- 
tre into repute, by introducing novelty, which bas been the case here 
throvghout the present season,
